AN IMMENSE LIBRARY. 


That vf tbs British Museum Ha* Nearly 
Forty Milos of shelves. 

Sh- E. Muuude Thompson gives »*mie 
figures to show the extent ol the 
library uf printed books at the British 
Museum, and the rate of Increase at 
which it has grown. More than hull a 
century after th« foundation of the 
museum th* ltt>r*ry hud not increased 
even threefold, 'n the year 1821 there 
were less thap U’6.000 volumes. But 
twenty years h*vu not elapsed when 
these had more than doubled in num¬ 
ber. In 1838 there were computed to 
be 236,000 volumes in the department. 
Twenty years later these again had 
more than doubled. In 1858 there were 
550,000 volumes. Having once obtain¬ 
ed an Impetus, the mass rapidly lir* 
creased and this moment thh number 
of volumes is calculated to uniount to 
the enormous total of 1.750.UOO, not 
counting single sheets or parts of works 
that are accumulating. 

The space which this mass of print¬ 
ed material occupies has to be reckon 
ed In miles. The shelves of the read¬ 
ing room and iron galleries construct¬ 
ed around It. whloh are known a* t ha

THE FORESTRY MOVEMENT. 
Among the' economic reforms which 
arc at tho present (meaning the at¬ 
tention of statesmen and legislators 
jdiere is non«*of greater importance to 
tho future wolfaro of the country tiian 
tho appreciation of tin? principles of 
{tract tea! forestry in tho management 
<>f our timber resources. Old nations 
haVo long since boon compelled by the 
necessit ies of thecase, to take stringent 
iut*asuron for preserving the forests 
from destruction, and Canadians 
^liou.tl l»o wise enough to profit by 
imir experience, without waiting for 
the worst.evils CttiHod by deforestation. 
Tne annual -report of Mr. Thomas 
Njutl.worth, Clerk of Forostry, just 
received, contains a great deal of 
valuable information on the subject. 
It presents a comprehensive review of 
the progress of tho • eience of forostry, 
i . 1 the more important developments 
of ih- movement in the United States 
-tiid elsewhere. Tho problem in 
Ontario is dealt with at length, and 
some conclusions presented which 
show the question in a now light and 
tend to remove many popular miscon¬ 
ceptions. Mr. South worth has no 
sympathy with the view that forests 
'.hould be kept untouched by the axe. 
Ho points out that the true economical 
policy is to grow trees wherever they 
can he grown better than any other 
! crop, and to maintain perpetual re- 
soi ves on the comparatively sterile 
broken s*)il that is unlit for farming 
purposes. But ho would treat timber 
as a crop to be barvosted when mature, 

• arc being taken, however, to ensure 
its reproduction. Farmers will, find 
nun'ii in the report to interest and in- 
Htniqt^thein regarding tho utilization 
ot waste lands by troe-planting. Many 
facts and statistics are given in con¬ 
nection with lumbering, pulp-making 
and wood manufactures, showing 
what kinds of timber are valuable for 
manufacturing purposes, or likely to 
become so. The observance of Arbor 
D.iy m tiu. f schools, the effect of clcar- 
ng the forests on the water supply 
cud ^tii.i subjects aro dealt with. 
Ame.ig tho contents of the report aro 
carefully prepared special articles on 
the cultivation and economic value of 
some forest trees, by Mr. A. Kirkwood 
of the Crown Lauds Department, and 
.t well written description of Algonquin 
I’ark by Mr. T. M. Gibson. Anyone 
desirous of obtaining a copy of the re¬ 
port can do so by sending his name 
ami address to Mr. Thomas South- 
worth, Bureau of Forostry, Parlia¬ 
ment Buildings, Toronto.

The Food of W!iule«. 

The food of whales has long been 
known to consist of minute sea crus- 
tucea. Air. Grtfy was familiar not only 
with the whale’s food, but observed 
its manner of feeding, and the w’ay in 
which it took its nap "after meats." 
"No doubt," he wrote, "whaLy are 
very particular in the quality of their 
feod. for they are never to be found 
feeding where* the water is dirty, but 
almost invariably in clean, clear, dark- 
blue or light olive-green water. The 
usual way In which a tfhale feeds Is to 
choose a spot where the food is plenti¬ 
ful. and swim backward and forward 
lor two or three hundred yards, with 
the none Just under water. They in¬ 
variably sw’im from one side of the 
buflkt back again to where they start¬ 
ed from with their mouths open. They 
then close their Jaw* afid swallow 
the food eaught. 

"They will go on in this way feed¬ 
ing for an hour or more; after that 
they will disappear under the nearest 
let and sleep there until they come 
out for exercise or for another meal. 
Unlike other warm-blooded animals, 
they do n^t require to breathe through i 
their -nostrils while asleep, and the# 
do not do so. Whales can sleep as 
well under water as they do upon the 
surface, as I have often Been them 
disappear Under solid ice and remain 
there for many hours at a time. Some¬ 
times ^hey fall asleep with their heads 
down ajnd only their tails standing 
out of the water."—London Spectator.

BARN YARD SCRAPER. 

How to Make odd That Hoe* Not Dig 
Into the Ground. 

For cleaning oft a barnyard when 
dirty there Is nothing better than a 
scraper so constructed as not to dig into 
tho ground. A cheap and serviceable 
one may be made by almost any 4 ar ~ 
mer. Take an Inch board (A A in cut) 
four feet long and 12 to 16 Inches wide. 
The side arms (C C) reach from the 
tongue to hooks or pivot* (E E), as de¬ 
picted. The handles are fastened to be 
In comfortable reach when the scraper 
Is vertical, or nearly so. The object la 
to scraj>e the top merely, instead of 
thrusting Into the ground, as u scraper 
Is contrived to do. A lever (1>) winch 
Is hinged to back end of tongue and 
provided with a otch at the proper 
point, will hold the scraper In aai up¬ 
right position.

A reader oak* fn®-* whether tcrbacoo 
dust should be applied to Vlrses when 
they ur el wet with dew or wlien they 
are dry. QThlB movett me to say that the 
tobacco duut, or the bone meal, or the 
mixture of both, Ih not Intended as a 
coating for the leaves, which would 
make them poltumous . or unpalatable, 
but uh a covering for the soil, that 
will make the atmosphere very un¬ 
comfortable for all insects and worms. 
1 like to have th matrlal rrreain dry 
ami dusty as long as possible. In that 
ease It haH u more thorough effect cn 
bugs and Lsietles that have hard shells. 
The wet tobacco or tobacco tea, or 
even the fumes of wet tobacco, are very 
unwholesome to the soft-bodied insects, 
Wen ins, etc. I And that cucumber beet¬ 
les do not like to work In dust, and 
least of all in tobacco dust. When I 
put this latter inch deep around melon 
or cucumber planta, the yellow-striped 
beetle promptly takes its departure and 
will fetay away as long as the tobacco 
remains dusty or as long as It gives off 
a strong tobacco'smelL 

Let me repeat, too, that this same 
waste material Is one of our best 'it'd 
cheapest general insecticides. We can 
use it both under glass and'to open air. 
Hy all means keep a good supply of it 
on hand. Possibly you can get sweep¬ 
ings from a near cigar factory, or you 
may buy the material by the barrel at 
about $2.50 or $3. It will last you for 
years and help you to keep the 
premises clear of the various pests that 
prey ujion your crops amd animnJs. If 
y<»u acutter, tobacco dust by harnl or 
with bellows, over your rows of peas, 
Just at nightfall, you can kill the 
slugs that are so often eating all the 
lower foliage off and greatly damage 
the Crop. Or If you dusk it in the frame 
way over your currant and gooset>:.*ry 
bushes, when Infested with worms, you 
will quickly see the wuirms disappear. 
In the same way you can quickly kill 
all the leaf-eating worms and slugs on 
your trees and bushes everywhere. The 
tent caterpillar and the fall web-worm, 
and all other caterpillars on trees and 
plants, give up the ghost within a few 
minutes uftcr coming In contact with 
tobacco dust. And besides ull this, to¬ 
bacco (lust is worth about what It costs 
as a fertilizer.—Practical Farmer.

Such, however, haa not been 
the atfto, and It la evident, says Farm¬ 
ing for July, In spite of the depreseion 
In drying, that the school Is well ap¬ 
preciated, and will be. adll more so in 
the future. 

The school bunding, of which we give 
illustrations, was formally opened on 
February 14th laat. It la a large and 
substantial brick structure, with large, 
airy ahd well lighted rooms, and Is 
furnished with a complete outfit at the

latest appliances for butter and cheese 
making and milk testing. All the 
apartments are well arranged, not only 
for the wotk, but also for the comfort 
of the students. 

The school Is under the directorship 
of Dr. Mills, M.A., LL.D.. president of 
the Ontario Arlcultural College, Guelph. 
Mr. F. J. Slelghtholm, B.8.A., Is the 
resident superintendent, and Is also In¬ 
structor In milk testing. The Instruc¬ 
tor In cheesemaking Is Mr. W. Wad¬ 
dell, and in buttermaking Messrs. H. 
Smith and J. E. Crealy. The course 
lasts two weeks and the capacity of 
the school is thirty students, fifteen in 
each department. The school Is on 
the same #an as the Kingston Dairy 
School, and bears to the college at 
Guelph the same relation us a public 
school does to a high school. 

A 20-horse power engine supplies 
power to*the buttermaklng machinery. 
Th,.. butter dcpartrueiAcontainH three 
power separators, a Russian, with a 
capacity of 1,200 pounds per hour; an 
Alpha De Tsfival, of 2,500 pounds, and an 
'! xundra, of J.OOO pounds. A hand 
separator of 200 pounds capacity is also 
kept. About 60 pounds of butter a day 
wns made during the session which 
ended In April Inst. A twin cream vnt 
was used to ripen the cream, and a 
Mason worker for handling the product 
most of which was sold In Struthroy 
and London. For storing the butter 
until It was sh1pi>ed a refrigerator of 
500 pounds capacity was erected. A 
very neat arrangement Just Inside the 
butler rooom, In the shape of a drain¬ 
ing table, with two steam Jets, has been 
found an admirable adjunct to the de¬ 
partment. 

In the milk testing department four 
Babcock milk testers have been used. 
Skim milk, buttermilk, whey, while 
milk and cream have been tested 
dally The students haw beeh thor¬ 
oughly drilled In this Important depart¬ 
ment In all Its phases, and the use of 
n Quevenne lactometer has been fully 
explained This department ha^^ted 
ns a check upon the others, and skim 
milk, buttermilk and whey have stood 
the testing well, the two former rarely 
exceeding one-tenth of one per cent. O’f 
butter fat, and the latter two-tenths. 
Milk has been paid for according to the 
per cent, of lrutter fat 

Six hundred pounds of milk were con¬ 
sumed dally In the cheese room. This 
deportment contains two vats of 800

Three Important Particulars In the 
Uuullty of a llmlon. 

An Ideal ration la more than what Is 
termed a balanced ration, says the 
Country Gentleman. A particular com¬ 
bination of foods may be Ideal In the 
proportions of digestible nutrients 
which It contains, und at the same time 
Is* not th.- bc*t possible ration In other 
respects. 

Tin-re ar»* three {important particu¬ 
lars which must be A^nM’.ifrroiidri judg¬ 
ing th* quality of a ration: First, Its 
palatublericss; second, Its ease of di- 
gesieui. and third. Its composition. 

For u thousand-pound dairy cow of 
large milk capacity, we should regard 
the following as one of the best possl- 
I Ir rations for maintaining a high rate 
of production: 
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variety, including one succulent food, 
has a larger proportion of those mater¬ 
ials most easily digested, and Is gen¬ 
erous In quuntit}. In fact. It is a 
rutlon which is best adapted to the 
Ideal cow, that Is. the vigonnis animal 
with large milk capacity. The quanti¬ 
ty and puqmrtion of protein are some¬ 
what larger than in the German stand¬ 
ard ration, und we believe this to be 
a «hunge In the right direction. We 
regard it as unfortunate that there 
lias been a tendency In this country 
to advocate a ration with u nutritive 
ratio,wider than 1 to 5.5. To be sure 
l f has been shown that It is the prac¬ 
tice of certain American farmers to 
f<>cd ration* with a wider ratio, but 
a ptnctlce I* not necessarily In accord 
with u correct standard
